Thou art 


of a vile and mean Original, and ſhalt conclude 


were thou didſt begin, and be reduc'd to thy 


firſt Principles; Tho now thou ſeem'ſt to be ſome- 
what better than Duſt, yet I hereby reverſe and 
Null the grant of Immortality; I honour'd thee 


with, and fix this Sentence irreverſibly upon thee, 


that to Duſt-thou muſt return. This Penalt 

comprehends the whole Humane Race, and is 
bound faſt by an Almighty Hand upon us: And 
Ohzi what a Multitude of Evils are contained 
herein! But to bring the Matter to Particulars. 
1. OllR Bodies have loſt their Primitive nature 
and Conſtitution: In our firſt Creation we were 
enrichd with many Excellencies, had many 
ſtamps of Honour put upon this part, which were 
peculiar to our happy ſtate, and were to be con-

Nications andRevelations ofHeavenly Things that 
have been made to holy Wen, has been by an ab- 
ſtraction of their Souls from their Bodies, 2 Cor. 
12, 2. Whether in the Body or out of the Body I 
cannot teil; nay it hales and attracts the Soul 
downwards, draws it away from God and Chhriſt, 
and Heaven. Stupifies it, and ſtifles thoſe Senſa- 
tions it wou'd otherwiſe have of Things Spiritual 
and Divine. Now all ' theſe are full Indications, 
clear, but ſad Proofs of the [degenerate ſtate of 
our Bodies: All this we ſhou'd Senſibly Feel, and 
„ BESIDES. a Degeneracy in common, there's 
à particular one upon all the Parts of the Body; 
every Faculty and Member has a: ſeveral diſtin 
Malady and Diſeaſe; as the whole, ſo every part 
is fallen under the Curſe, has a ſtain peculiar to 
it ʒ every ſtring of this Inſtrument is diſorder d 
and out of Tune; the Body is a Compound of 
baſe and diſhonourable Qualities, is become 
dreggy, ſenſual, carnal, brutiſn; every part is 
Weak and falling in its Offices, and an inſufſicien- 
cy is faln upon all its Organs: Thus it is as to things 
common, but eſpecially is it ſo: as to Matters Spi · 
ritual and of à higher Nature; the Senſes are

ces of the other fort, even here. We may then 
call that of the Glorified Body Sublimated and 
\ Etherial Matter, or ſomething ' Analogous: to 
theſe, ' or that lies above them, which we 
are'ignorant of. 2. It will be ſueh as makes 
it fir bd de the zen of many Excellent Proper- 
ties and Per fections. According to the Nature 
of the Subject, ſuch are the Properties that have 
their reſidence therein.

A wonderful Symmetry, Proportion 
and Agreeableneſs one to another; one Part and 
Member will anſwer another exactly, and there 
will be a Meetneſs and Equality in the Whole. This 
the Spouſe found in Chriſt, when ſhe had made 
a particular Survey of the Parts of his Body, 
Cant. 5. 12, to the end. The ſame we may ſay 
of the renewed Bodies of the Saints in Heaven. Oh! 
how well drawn, how accurately and wonder- 
fully form'd and moulded will every Part be! 2. 
All the Members of the Glorified Body will have 
their Perfection and Compleatneſs; there will be 
none lacking, nor any ſuperfluous ones, no Ble- 
miſhes or Deficiences in any of em: There will 
be no Wooden Legs or Lame Hands, no Broken 
Bones; no unequal Parts, ſome leſſer and ſome 
greater, nor no uſeleſs ones.

1. ITS Spirituality, 1 Cor. 15, 44. Here is a 
natural Body and there is a ſpiritual Body; This 
is an bigh and noble Quality which we ſhou'd ne- 
ver have been ſo bold as to have Attributed to 
the humane Body ; never have found out, believ- 
ed or aſſerted, but for the help of the Spirit of 
God that tells us it is ſo. Our Buſineſs then is, 
here to enquire whence it's ſo denominated; and 
call' d; Now it is ſo, partly in that it is Advanc- 
. ed ſd far towards the perfection of Spirits, as to 
be free from Groſneſs,  Ponderoſity, and Gravis 
tation: and that it hath few or none of the Pro- 
perties that belong to Matter in common; partly 
_ as it is of a ſuhtle and refin'd Contexture; be- 


cauſe of its Clarity and Beauty, whereby it ap- 
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proaches nearer the nature of Spirits and imma- 
terial Subſtances; partly as it will he at the beck 
and command of the Spirit, and will ſtand in no 
need of natural Supports; partly as it's fitted for 
a Spiritual and Cæleſtial State, and muſt be Part- 
ner and Companion with the Inhabitants thereof. 
Heaven is a Spiritual World, even as this preſent 
one is an Animal and Corporeal one. 0 
FUR THER it will have a reſemblance to 
Spirits in that it will have an active Nature like 
Fire in it, which is one of the eminent Proper- 
ries of a Spirit, its Motion and Activity will be 
| nmr. Quick, moving ſuddainly whither it 
will, or ſhall be diſpos'd of: It's the Property of 
all Heavenly Bodies to be of a very quick Motion, 
and Spirits excel all other Beings herein. It's be- 
cauſe of the Groſneſs and Gravity of our Bodies 
that they are fo unactive at preſent, but hereaf- 
ter they ſhall Aſcend and Deſcend, nimbly and at 
pleaſure; the Body will not now be Clogg'd with 
a Maſs of Fleſh and Blood, but probably (as one 
faith); © may Aſcend or Deſcend, and paſs from 
tc Place to Place in a Moment, as the Angels move 
up and down in the Twinkling of an Eye; or as 
< the Helm turns the Ship, ſo will the Body be 
ce turn d inſtantly, at every Motion of the Soul.” 
In a little time the Body of Elijah, of our bleſſed 
Lord, and the riſen Saints with him were caught 
up to Heaven. And it will moſt wonderfully Con- 
tribute tothe moſt Lively, Divine, Enlarged and 
Vital Operations of the Soul itſelf: Here we are 
forc'd to ſerve our Bodies, and to attend their 
leiſure, but hereafter our Glorifled Bodies ſhall 
wholly ſerve our Spirits, Miniſter to em, and 
depend upon em. Of Which we ſhall ſay more in 
it's proper Place. | Laſtly 
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Laſtly, IT will be impaſſible. It will not ſuf- 
fer or be annoy'd from ambient Things, nor will 
they affect it as they do our groſs Bodies. In 
ſuch like reſpects the Body will partake of the 

nature of Spirits and yet be a real Body ſtill. 

WHAT a different State of bein g does this 
Subject preſent to our Minds. In this Life we 
find even our Souls ſunk down and degenerated 
into Materiality and Corporeity, depreſt into the 
groſs ſtate of Bodies; and in the after Life our 
Bodies elevated towards the Nature of Spirits, 
into a nearneſs to em: On the one Hand then 
we may cry out, Oh, the diſmal effects of Sin! 


And on the other, the bleſſed Fruits af Redeem- 


ing Saying Grace and Love What a happy State 
will that be when the loweſt part of Man will 
have ſuchan Advancement? The leaſt emergiags 
and riſings out of Sin aud Matter, any degree of 
the Souls Spiritualization is very deſirable; how 
much more the perfection thereof. What a change 
will reſult hence? To find the Body ſuch a help, 
to be a ready Winged Inſtrument in Divine Ser- 
vices and Commands, to Move and Act at the 
rate and height that the Glorified Soul itſelf will?

to entertain, digeſt and improve em to Ends 
ſuitable to your youthful Condition; to the ſea- 
ſoning of it, and make you ſee the neceſſity of 
withdrawing from Worldly Pleaſures and Cour- 
ſes, and eſpouſing and embracing the ways of 


Religion and Godlineſs in good earneſt. Alike 
hereto is what Solomon would enſtamp upon the 
Mirids of ſuch Perſons, Eccl.
